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The Ldberal-Democratic Par- 
ty’s plan to triple the number 
of national holidays is meeting 
strong opposition from various 
circles, contrary to the expecta- 
tion of the Tory leaders. 


Party strong man Ichiro 
Kono; chairman of the party's 
holiday plan committee which 
drew up the proposed increase, 
announced the plan in early Ap- 
ril. He said he hoped to nage 
the plan to the Diet during the 
current session. 

The Opposition Socialists and 
Democratic Socialists were 
against designating Feb. 11 as 
national foundation day but 
otherwise they favored the idea 
because, they said, “it is aimed 
at increasing people’s holidays.” 

While his foes supported his 
plan, opposition came from 
within Kono'’s own camp—the 
Liberal-Democratic Party and 
business leaders. 

Finance Minister Eisaku Sato 
opposed the plan because the 
threefold increase of holidays 
means an increase in Govern- 
ment reonnel expenses of 
about ¥1,000,000. He could not 
agree on any plan, he said, 
which .would require an in- 
creased budget.

As we in Israel look and plan 
ahead, it is important to review 
briefly our past experience. De- 
velopment in 1958 reached 4 
turning polnt making it possi- 
ble. to end local rationing of 

ucts, relax controls and 
liberalize some of our foreign 
transactions. 


Our industry has developed 
considerably. Perhaps this de- 
velopmen’ isnot readily obv!- 
ous to th foreign observer be- 
cause it was directed toward 
the local market; but this de- 
velopment proved decisive for 
us, because in addition to satis- 
fying local needs it created the 
basis for exports. — 


The rate of gross output in 


our indiistry has been rising by 


1013 per cent annually over 
the past five years (calculated 
at fixed prices). This rate is 
double the rate of increase in 
the working force. It follows 
that production increased also 
as a result of greater efficiency 
and greater productive capa- 
city, We ere confident that 
this rate of expansion shall be 
maintained and shall enable us 
to reach an annual out- 
put of £3 Dillion (isfaeli) in 
1965. 


Exports to Be Increased 

Our planning has as its tar- 
get the year 1965. We assume 
that the population will reach 
25 million by then; we also as- 
sume that the standard of liv- 
ing will continue to rise by 3 
per certt annually.

our materials on terms which 


are sometimes better than those 
granted to manufacturers. in 
the supplying countries them- 
selves, Our industry wilil thus 
primarfly develop in the direc- 
tion of processing imported 
raw materials.

Governments . of countries 
newly come to sovereignty are

They are resolved to prove 
that national freedom rescues 
the citizen from the squalor of 
living in a hovel on a bare sub 
sistence level, that indepen- 
dence carries with it the implicit 
right to a fuller and more com- 
fortable way of life. 


The’ problem of raising de 
pressed standards of living caus- 
ed by the accumutated miseries 
of generations are often accen- 
tuated by ather causes, such as 
the need for rapid industrializa- 
tion. Israel, India, Vietnam and 
some other countries have had 
to cope as well with the prob- 
lems of the massa 4mmigration 
of displaced persons who were 
in dire and immediate need of 
food and shelter. 

Seminar Scheduled 

“Against this background, 
housing has been corr: ‘lv con- 
sidered to be the yardstick of 
human progress: in the hope 
that mutual discussior. will help 
to improve housing techniques, 
Israel has arranged an interna- 
tional seminar on housing which 
is to take place in May and 
June of this year.

~ Plans Integrated 

Lately, strenuous endeavors 
have been made to plan new 
housing estates as integral units, 
80 as to provide the maximum 
range of facilities at the lowest 
possible cost. Schools, medical 
center, administrative offices 
and shopping areas are central- 
ly located. Furthermore, the 
accent is on planning complete 
regions and not on treating 
each town or village by itself— 
this again with a view to in- 
creasing services and cutting ex- 
pense. Such planning is by no 
means easy and local pretilec- 
tions often distort the most 
splendid of plans. 

On the whole Israeli archi- 
tects and other experts can 
claim that there have been not- 
able advances in design and 
construction. Bug they are well 
aware that even the present 
programs fall far short of their 
own ideals. It is hoped that 
frésh inspiration and new con- 
cepts will be gained by confer- 
ring with friendly States, which 
may in turr secure profit from 
the study of Israel's experience. 

The International Seminar on 
Housing will be opened official- 
ly in Israel on May 4 and con- 
tinue for several weeks. Its 
schedule will cover economic 
and technical aspects of build- 


ing, both in urban and rural - 


areas. In the concluding stages, 
participants will split up into 
small groups to inspect day-to- 
day building activity at close 
range, each choosing these as- 
pects In which he is especially 
interested.

That is the question that concerns us mainly. The fate 
of this one youth living in Noda, Chiba Prefecture, is 
significant to the whole society for what it possibly rep- 
resents. 

» Tat us give the Noda High Scho@l authorities full benefit 
of the doubt. They may have been well meaning. After 
ail, they did admiit the boy to the school’s night course— 
oh the grounds that there was little physical education 
réquired there. ‘ 
'. Simee the boy's handicap is not so severe as to prevent 
him from participating in all but the mos} strenuous ex- 
_ercises, even that argurhent seems specious. . 

The real point here is segregation. -

Vietnam Faces Red Threat

SAIGON (AP)—The Com. 
munists are trying to. shake 
America’s second bi stake 
in Asia—next to Korea—with 
a new cabinet of terror, sub 
version and psychological war- 
fare in South Vietnam.

Communist forces up to 300 
strong have staged hit afd run 
raids with increasing frequency 
recently against villages and 
outposts scattered in an are 
swamplands and the 
jungle south, west and north- 
west of Saigon. 

Two and threemen teams 
swoop down dally on isolated 
hamlets, terrorize villagers and 
melt back into the jungle. 

And the shrill voice of Com. 
munist North Vietnam's Hanoi 
rad ed by Peiping and 
Moscow radios—have been pour- 
ing out an increasing propagan- 
da barra of accusations 
against South Vietnam's pro- 
Western President Diem, his 
American military advisers and 
their alleged plans to run this 
country. Into an American mil- 
itary base. 

Top American and Vietnamese 
officials here describe the situa- 
tion so far as one of “concern 
but not of alarm.” 

No one in authority expects 
the Communists to spark off a 
real’ shooting war in South 
Vietnam in the near future, 

“This is a softening up pro- 
cess,” one veteran diplomat 


hére said. “Politically the Com- 


munists are nowhere near 
ready for a showdown _ here. 
But they are not averse to mak- 
ing noises like they are.” 

The general feeling is that 
Soviet Premier Khrushchev has 
staked too much on the East- 
West summit conference next 
month and President Bisen- 
hower’s visit to Russia in June 
permit North Vietnam's 
President Ho Chi Minh to upset 
the apple cart with an untimely 
shooting war in Southeast Asia. 

Some observers here, however, 
feel neither Khrushchev nor 
Communist China’s Mao Tse- 
tung has any objection to the

“Perhaps the U.S. Govern- 
ment could be more liberal on 
our foreign trade policies. But 
on the average, we are pretty 
sensible and have a fairly good 
record of trade liberalization. 
Aren't we entitied to the same 
treatment from. our friends 
abroad—particularly those 
whose economies are now as 
sound as our own?” 

It is noteworthy that the 
ambassador referred to the 
identical key points given in 
the above article: high import 
tariffs “and continued prohibi- 
tions on almost all maenufac- 
tured items as opposed to raw 
materiais.

NEW DELHI~There are two grounds on which,. and 
which alone, Caryl Chessman’s death would make any sense. 
One is that the mills of the law grind slowly but majestically, 
and that the law must be“allowed implacably to take its course

On this basis the question of how much reasonable doubt 
there is about Chessmatt’s crime is of no moment or relevance. 
Questions of doubt have to do with justice, not with law. «In 
fact (so goes this reasoning) once you allow all this balderdash 
about justice and humanity to enter, they are cracks which. will 
undermine and destroy the law as an institution. That is What 
counts—the law as an institution, massive, unheeding, _im-

The second is a related ground, but can be taken-on its own 
merits. It is that a society sure of its motives and merits shu 
not yleld to any campaign of sentimentality, which can beedme 
a kind of blackmail of the emotions. On this count the ténder- 
hearted liberahminded dogooders are a danger to any self- 
respecting society, since in their soft-heartedness they dissolve 
the stern cement of sanction and penalty which holds a society 
together. I suspect that this—and not the much mooted “deter- 
rence” theory—is what is behind the retention of capital punish- 
ment long after it has been established that its barbarism pre- 
vents few crimes, restores no lost life, serves no ends other 
than foughness in itself. “ .

Chessman's death, at this point in the whole incredible bed- 
raggied case, will be a wanton and needless killing, no less so 
because it. is done by the society rather than the individual, 

My answer to both arguments above-is that they ask the 

questions and give the wrong answers and lose sight of 
the meaning of man's plight today. The world’s death will not 
come because something called “the law” has been circumvented 
by a passion. for justice or a sense of compassion, or by the feel- 
ing that we had better not kill if there is any doubt about the 
killing. The world’s death, in short, will not come through a 
deficiency of.toughness but through a deficiency of humanity. 
The dangerous people today are not those who feel the gnawing 
doubts and ask the searching questions.. They are the people 
who want to let some massive institutional juggernaut have its 
way—"“the law,” the weapon’s race, the bureaucracy, the Com- 
munist world mission—have its way in spite of human Iife, 

If humanity dies it will not die because of softness of heart 
but because of darkness’ in the heart. 

* * * P 

If the truth be told I am afraid that Caryl Chessman will 
die mainly because there are millions of people today who. fear 
and hate life. The studies which have been made of the mail 
received by Gov. Brown of California show that it sprang from 
frustration and was drenched in hate. Once a man gets to be 
part of a cause celebre—whether it be Sacco and Vanzetti or 
Chessman or whoever—men's emotions get polarized and their 
thinking paralyzed. Those who want mercy are usually out-. 
numbered by those who want vengeance because their .own lives 
are so empty and frustrated. Not vengeance against Chessman 
or any other particular man, but vengeance against life itself. 

I am sure Chessman committed some crime. I don’t pretend 
to know exactly what, but I doubt that it was an inexpiable one. 
There is no question of cheating the rule of law if he “chéats” 
the death chamber: the rule of law means that no man shail be 
higher than the law because of his wealth or power or position. 
Nor is there a real question of civil liberties here (although some 
of Chessman's champions have said there is) because Chessman’s 
rights before the law have at least formally been protected. The 
real question is whether, once the doubts have entered the case, 
Chessman or amy man should be beyond the reach of humanity. 

I spoke a moment ago of the people who want vengeance 
from life itself. I suspect that for many of them Chessman’'s 
crime was less the one he committed—or the one they are con- 
vinced he committed—than the crime of hanging on to life since 
that time, so tenaciously and so unconscionably. This lust.for 
life of his, this unquenchable resourtefulness for evading and 
avoiding the death which each time loomed so close, must seem 
an affront to those who find their own lives a bitter harvest 
nothingness.
